Its oil produc­ 
ing regions also furnish an im­ 
portant percentage of combust­

They have exhausted all legal 
appeals and the execution has 
been ordered by the court of 
appeals, 
Executive clemency 
by 
Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey 
would be the only other p o s- 
sible action. 
Fernandez, a 36-year-old Ha- 
W’aiian-born Spaniard, and his 
31-year-old paramour who hails 
from Pensacola* Fla., have been 
in the Sing Sing death h o u s e 
since August. 1949. They origin­ 
ally were sentenced to die Aug. 
31, 1950, but the executions were 
delayed pending an unsuccessful 
appeal to the U.S. S u p r e m e 
Court. 
Mrs. 
Beck 
and 
Fernandez 
were convicted in New 
Y o r k 
Aug. 18. 1949. of murdering Mrs. 
Janet Fay. an Albany, N. Y. wid­ 
ow. They also confessed killing 
Mrs. Delphine Downing, another 
widow, of Byron Center, Mich., 
and her infant daughter. 
They 
met 
t h e i r 
victims 
through “ lonely hearts" corres­ 
pondence clubs. 
Mrs. Fay, who was 66 years 
old and had an attractive bank 
account containing $7,000, was 
bludgeoned and strangled in an 
apartment leased Dy the pair in 
Valley Stream. L. I. Her 
body 
was found buried in the cellar 
of a house in Queens after her 
daughter became suspicious and 
reported her disappearance to 
police. 
The killers, meanwhile, 
h a d 
already left for Michigan, where 
Fernandez paid rapid court 
to 
Mrs. Downing. In both c a s e s , 
Mrs. Beck presented herself a* 
his sister. 


Fernandez had persuaded his 
new fiancee to sell her house and 
turn over most of her money to 
him when she suddenly became 
.suspicious. The pair then p e r ­ 
suaded her to take some sleep­ 
ing pills, and shot her when the 
I pills failed to kill her. 
They buried Mrs. Downing’s 
body in the cellar of her home. 
The next day they killed

I buried the 20-month-old child. 
But neighbors, puzzled by the 
I unusual goings-on, called rela­ 
tives of Mrs. Downing and they, 
in turn, called police. The cops 
walked in just as the killers were 
preparing to leave. 
In F ernandez’ pockets t h e y 
found a large amount of money 
taken from the tw-o widows, plus 
a list of 132 more lonely hearts. 
He had put check m arks after 
14 names. 
The two confessed the kill­ 


ings, and were taken to New 
York 
to stand trial for the 
murder of Mrs. Fay. After 30 
days of evidence, the jurors 
took 12 hours to find them both J 
guilty In the first degree. 
Their sojourn in Sing Sing was 
enlivened

wlTcn 
Fernandez charged that his fat 
mistress was involved in an af­ 
fair with a death house guard. 
He said this “ sadistic triangle” j 
was driving him frantic, and de- j 
r anded to be executed at once 
to escape the mental torture. 
A federal judge was not im­ 
pressed, and denied his petition. 
Prison authorities said there was 
nothing to the charge.
